As to the second part of the proposition, the State’s increase in its 
share of our educational expenses. Today the State supplies from $80 
to $90 per pupil. (Number of pupils is reached by taking the average 
daily attendance. This is the “A.D.A.” mentioned so often in all 
school literature.) Proposition 3 would raise the State’s share to $120 
per pupil (per A.D.A.) and also widen the scope of its support to in- 
clude the kindergarten. 

Now for the first part of Proposition 3. Poor pay is not the only 
reason so few young persons choose to become teachers today, but it is 
certainly one of the chief causes for the sharp decrease, and it is the 
ene cause that can be remedied the quickest. If we vote $2400 mini- 
mum teacher-salary ($200 per month) then no teacher need fear 
earning less. Since school costs are a first charge on the revenues of 
the State whatever we vote for education cannot be used for other 
purposes. 

Taxpayers are not all parents, or 
even grandparents. And even these many may think the 
ery of alarm but a “Wolf, wolf” wail.

Facts And Figures 


Enrollment for the Menlo Park Elementary Schools has taken a 
definite rise for the year 1946-47 over 1945-46, For the opening period 
of school for 1945-46 Fremont enrollment was 204 and Central was 
297. For the same period in this year 1946-47 we have enrolled in Fre- 
mont School 242 or an increase of 38 pupils or a per cent increase of 
18.6 per cent while at Central School last year’s enrollment was 297 
and for the current year 386 or a gain of 23.2 per cent. 

In matter of distribution we have in our combined Kindergarten 
an enrollment of 90 for the year 1946-47 while we had an enrollment 
of 61 in 1945-46. In the first grade we had an enrollment of 68 pupils 
for the year 1945-46 while in the year 1946-47 we have an enrollment 
of 94 or an increase of 49 per cent. In the Second Grade our enroll- 
ment is up 10 per cent, in the Third Grade it is up 21 per cent, the 
Fourth grade is up 12 per cent, the fifth grade is up 26 per cent, the 
sixth up 13 per cent and the seventh and eighth grades are up 11 per 
cent. With these figures it can readily be seen that the Primary 
Grade and the Kindergarten are definitely heavily populated and 
with the general tendency of more houses being built in the Menlo 
Park Elementary School District it is reasonable to assume that there 
will be a continual increase in school population during the year 
with the heavy loads in the Kindergarten and Primary grades pro- 
bably getting more and more intense. 

The overall picture for the Menlo Park School District then 
represents a gradual increase in all grades With a heavy increase 
of about 50 per cent in the Kindergarten and the First Grade. The 
general increase of pupils in the Menlo Park Schools for this year 
over last year is some 127 pupils representing a 25 per cent increase 
in the school population for 1946-47 over 1945-46. At the present 
time we are able to care for all our classes without over crowding but 
with any substantial increase we will need more facilities. 

We now have four Kindergarten classes and four First Grade 
Classes and it would seem that this will be the rule for some time to 
come. We are happy to announce that our teaching staff Is com- 
plete at the present time and that the two new teachers added to the 
Primary grades are: Mrs, Nathalie Cooper and Mrs, Barbara Hallum.

Your City’s Business

San Diego, September 19. The 
48th Annual Conference of the 
League of California Cities has just 
closed. This was the first statewide 
League convention since 1943, due to 
war conditions. Menlo Park was re- 
presented by Uno Ahlenius, Chair- 
man of the Planning Commission, 
Tom Cuff, Chief of the Fire District, 
Jack Yount, Chief of Police, and 
myself. The attendance of some 
1400 must have set a new record, 
of the conference 
was sounded by Executive Secre- 
tary, Dick Graves, when he stated 
that in this postwar world we must 
take an entirely fresh view of the 
operation of our cities and their 
fiscal relationships, and not hesi- 
tate to discard outmoded practices 
merely because they were the way 
the thing had always been done. 
This theme was echoed by Louis 
Burke, City Attorney of Montebel- 
lo, back from service with the mil- 
itary government in 
Burke also urged that the 
operation of city 
placed soley in the hands of 
trained department heads and 
managers, while the council con- 
fined its function to policy making. 

Karl Holton, Chairman of Cali- 
fornia Youth Authority, empha- 
sized the need of a community re- 
creation program organized and 
run by the boys and girls them- 
selves, with adult supervision in 
the background.

Alarm was expressed over the ris- 
ing amount of private property ex- 
empt from taxation. A general dis- 
cussion on the floor revealed the 
rather surprising fact that the rep- 
resentatives of the 26 California 
cities now levying a half-cent or 
one cent sales tax (in addition to 
the State 214 cent collection) were 
strongly opposed to a statewide levy | 
for cities and counties. They stated 
that their businessmen (despite 
some early howls to the contrary) 
had not been affected adversely in 
relation to neighboring incorpora- | 
ted or unincorporated territory. 
Moreover, they found the cost of 
collection (the merchant remitted 
to the city one-fifth or two-fifths 
of the amount remitted to the’! 
State) to be negligible. State Di- 
rector of Finance, James Dean, op- 
posed city sales taxes, declaring 
that state and local taxes should 
not overlap, and that the assessed 
value of property in the State was 
far too low, citing instances rang- 
ing down to 9!% per cent of the 
appraised value of the parcel of 
property. Dean indicated that some 
of the taxes now going to the 
State should be reserved for the lo- 
cal governments. 

State Senator Randolph Collier, 
Chairman of the State Legislature’s 
committee making a study of high- 
way policy, stated that cities should 


get some of the gas tax money new | 


going to the counties. Rose Miller, 
City Manager of Santa Rosa, out- 
lined the importance of a close lia- 
ison between cities and the State 
Highway Department in the matter 
of routing highways.

building plans for 
agree to vote “yes” in the annexa- 
tion election. These requirements 
are recorled on his deed. Forma- 
tion of metropolitan districts and 
coordination of city and 
zoning 


approval and 


ordinances were suggested 
as somewhat less effective means 
of maintaining standards outside of 
city limits. 

Charles Bennett, Planning Di- 
rector of the City of Los Angeles, 
made a plea to councilmen to pro- 
vide their planning commissions 
with the services of a qualified 
technician in order to accomplish 
the many duties assigned to such 
commissions by the State Planning 
Act. He admonished us not to give 
too much weight to the protests of 
our non-progressive citizens who 
wished to preserve the status quo; 
the bulk of the citizenry expect the 
city government to improve present 
facilities, and provide for future de- 
velopment. 


James Mussatti, General Manager 
of the State Chamber of Commerce, 
spoke at the concluding luncheon. 
He distinguished between the qual- 
ifications necessary in a successful 
business man and in a competent 
public official, considering them an- 
alageous to the differences between 
a successful lawyer and a compe- 
tent judge. In short, the business 
man represents his own interests, 
but the capable politician must re- 
solve the conflicting pressures into 
action in the public interest. He 
distinguished between the bureau- 
crat and the public servant, citing 
the well-known horrible example 
of the former, and reminded us that 
local self-government is the heart 
of democracy. He called for the 
prompt return to the State and lo- 
cal governments of the authority 
usurped by the Federal Government 
in recent years. 

A number of resolutions were 
passed, among the most important 


to levy and collect such a tax on 
their own behalf without difficulty. 

To work for a _ constitutional 
amendment providing assessment of 
property throughout the State by a 
technical State board in order to 
introduce uniformity and reduce 
present, glaring inequities in the 
present tax assessment rolls. 

Each of the speakers mentioned 
above was deserving of as much 
space as I have given to this whole 
report, for each had many ideas to 
present which I am sure will be re-
